On the report of A. J. Watts, of 
West Point, that he had been inveigled 
into a house on Gilmer street to get 
a drink and there robbed of $80, twelve 
negroes were arrested by Detectives 
P, H. Jones and J. J. Chester Wednes- 
day night. 

The majority of the prisoners were 
negro women and Sara Thomas, of 90

Rt. Rev. Peter Trimble Rowe, D. 
D., for 35 years bishop of the Episco- 
pal church in Alaska, and one of the 
most picturesque and beloved leaders 
of the church in America, will visit 
Atlanta from a. February 28, 
to Sunday, March 2, during which 
time he will be the guest of Bishop 
H, J. Mikell, of the Episcopal dio- 
cese of Atlanta. Bishop Rowe will 
address a meeting of the Woman's 
Auxiliary of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
church, the Rev. N. R. H. Moor, rec- 
tor, at 10 o’clock on the morning of 
Friday, February 28, will preach at 
the morning service in the same 
church on Sunday, March 2, and will 
address a mass meeting in the eve- 
ning in St. Philip's cathedral, telling 
of his work in the far north.

of Mr. Arkwright’s talk, “I don't 
know anybody who has more interest 
in the community than the property 
ee ag and dealer,” Mr. Arkwright 
said. 

“Real estate pays 75 per cent of 
the city’s ad valorem taxes; it pays 
for all the curbing, laying of side- 
walks, street paving (except street 
car right-of-ways) and for all the 
sewers (except trunk lines); $854, 
of county road taxes are paid by city 
real estate, and 11 mills of the county 
taxes, including $213,500 for county 
schools, is paid by property inside of 
the city,” Mr. Arkwright explained. 

“In brief, the real estate owner and 
his agent, the real estate dealer, pay 
for running the city government, but 
they do not run it. What this town 
needs is leadership, and the real es- 
tate men must take a part in this 
leadership. Of all people, the prop- 
erty owners and dealers are tied to 
this community; they cannot move 
their business interests or their prop- 
erty holdings to some other section 
that seems to be prospering more; the 
only way they can get ahead is by 
making this particular community 
grow. For that reason they must 
take a part in governmental matters; 
they must be officeholders and they | 
must register and yote. 

Administration Lauded. 


“T do not mean to imply that the 
city government is not properly ad- 
ministered. On the other hand, I be- 
lieve that generally the administration 
is good; I believe that generally the 
best man running for office is elected. 
I don't know anything about grand 
juries, but I don’t think so much graft 
is to be found. 

_“However, I do know that the par- 

ties most interested in the communi- 
ty's progress are not represented in 
its governmental workings. Nobody 
is better able—certainly, none as much 
interested—to take the leadership as 
the real estate owner and dealer. 

“TI believe that one step toward such 
improvement would be made through 
abolishing ward lines and having ev- 
erybody run before the whole city 
when seeking office.’’ 

Mr. Arkwright, in touching upon 
the real estate tax problem, stated 
that while “Atlanta city real estate | 
pays an undue proportion of the’ 
taxes,” he did not see any remedy | 
for the situation as long as the pres- 
ent system of taxing intangible prop- | 
erty, as stocks and bonds, remained | 
in force.

Once a Politician, Always So? 

Some of the able senators contend- 
ed that Jud Hughes, having taken 
off his judicial robe to ut on the 
armor of a part:.uu, could not be ex- 
pected to readily change again into an 
impartial and trustworthy judge. 

That was not an cl opinion on 
their part. As early as 1789 it was 
seriously proposed to congress’ to 
amend the constitution to make fed- 
eral judges ineligible to ot. « national 
offices. Joh. Jay, while the first 
chief justice, had been sent as envoy 
to negotiate a treaty with Great Brit- 
afn. ‘That started the call for con- 
stitutional amendments of various 
scrts—to prohibit their appointment 
to other offices; to be candidates for 
other offices until two years after 
ceasing to be judges; to limit their 
tenures to terms of years; and to re- 
tire them compulsorily at 70 years 
with pensions for life. A 


To Emasculate Their Ambitions. 

Even as late as 1869 Congressman 
Ashley, of Ohio, a rank and bitter re- 
publican, proposed such amendments. 
In the 40th congress he made a flam- 
ing speech, the gist of which was, in 
referring to the supreme court: 

“Tt is a sad spectacle to see one- 
third of the court sleeping on the 
bench and dying of old age, and an-

other third or more erazed with the 
glitter of the presidency !” 

Now, what made him say that— 
and many men to repeat the idea 
since? 

Doubtless he had the history of the 
court before him and sensed the fear 
that members of it had often been 
stung by the presidential bee in pre- 
ceding campaigns, as they have been 
in later times; and are exposed to 
be again and again.

Stockholders Will Select Banking 

Group to Control Fox Organi- 

zation; Fight to Decide Issue 
May Eclipse Standard Oil's 
Indiana Contest; Major Gold 
Import Movement Seen. 


In two weeks—March 5—the Fox 
Film stockholders’ will determine 
which banking group they favor in 
the struggle now going on for the 
control of the Fox organization, 

Not since the fight over control of 
the Standard Oil of Iadiana has there 
been such a banking contest. 

Halsey, Stuart & Co., Western 
Electric, and two vice presidents and 
directors of the Fox companies, Win- 
field Sheehan and Saul Rogers, op- 
pose the financial plan and set-up by 
Lehman Brothers, Bancamerica, Blair, 
Inc., an dDillon, Read & Co., which 
the Fox stockholders will vote‘upon. 

Under this plan the Fox Film Cor- 
poration would issue $65,000,000 of 
new securities, composed of $40,000,- 
000 in debentures, each bond carrying 
warrants to subscribe to 25 shares of 
common at $20 for the first five years, 
and $25,000,000 new 7 per cent pre- 
ferred convertible into common stock 
starting at $25. 

Halsey, Stuart & Co. and Western 
Electrie oppose this proposition be- 
cause both of them have 1d-year pre- 
ferential. contracts, one on Fox fi- 
nanci g and the other on Fox equip- 
1 nt. Under the plan submitted both 
of these contracts are in danger. 

Halsey, Stuart & Co. have _sub- 
mitted a counter-proposition, providing 
for the issue of $40,000,000 deben- 
tures, with the remaining funds nec- 
essary to come from the sale of new 
common stock to the banking group. 

Samuel Untermeyer, the Fox coun- 
sel, opposes the Halsey, Stuart plan 
as being more expensive, because it 
involves an issue of 350,000 to 600,- 
000 more shares than the Lehman 
plan and further- provides a five-year 
option to Halsey, Stuart & Co. on 
500,000 shares of Fox *ilm Corpora- 
tion stock at $20 a sha-e, in addition

Action Taken Out of Courte- 
sy to French in Govern- 
ment Crisis.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—The London 
naval conference, its hands tied by 
the cabinet crisis which caused the 
absence of the chief French delegates, 
today adjourned until next Wednes- 
day. 

Since France is the key power in 
the present disarmament negotiations 
and no progress is possible until a 
new premier is named and the French 
delegation returns, Colonel Henry L. 
Stimson, of the United States, early 
this morning began the move for a 
conference holiday. 

The British, Japanese and Italian 
delegates readily agreed. A_ British 
spokesman described the adjournment 
as an “act of courtesy” toward France. 
The delegates believe that a week of 
respite from the strain of the con- 
ference will benefit all and may 
speed devclopments when the chief 
delegates meet again. 

Senator Joseph T. Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, as guest of the American 
newspaper correspondents in London, 
today, made a speech that gave a sena- 
torial “foot down” to talk of probable 
American participation in European 
security pacts, which have been un- 
officially discussed in London as per- 
haps the only means of guaranteeing 
material success of the present con- 
ference, 


Only Means. 


Such proposals have not been made 
to the American delegation but the 
I’rench memorandum of policy hinted 
that an added guarantee of political 
security was the only thing that could 
bring about reduction of French fleet 
proposals,

“Please give us a comprehensive 
definition of the word debenture,” 
writes a Kansas City reader of this 
column. 


That’s a big order, for the word 
debenture is used in so many different 
ways by so many banking houses, and 
means so many different things. 


Technically, I suppose a debenture 
is an obligation issued on the general 
credit of a company without having 
any specified pledge of security. 


Granted that this definition is cor- 
rect, a debenture bond is below a mort- 
gage bond and just above a preferred 
stock. 


As no foreclosure is possible in case 
of default, guit can be entered and 
judgment secured only against the 
general credit of the company. 


So a debenture bond is just as 
good as the credit of the company, no 
better—no worse. If the credit is 
thin, then the debenture is @hin. If 

credit is first class, then the de- 
benture itself is first class. 


But to the investor, the word de- 
benture prefixed to the word bond 
should be a signal to investigate care- 
fully the company’s credit position 
and the conditions under which the 
debenture is issued.

DEFUNCT BANK ACT 
S PASSED BY HOUSE 


Congressman Brand Is Floor 
Leader on~- Important 
Banking Measure. 


BY FRANCIS W. CLARKE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Under leadership of Represen- 
tatives Charles H. Brand, of Geor- 
gia, the lower house today gave final 
approval to the. bill, already passed 
by the senate, authorizing receivers 
of national banking institutions to 
compromise the liability of stockhold- 
ers. The measure now goes to the 
White House for the president's sig- 
nature. 

Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, introduced the bill in the upper 
chamber before the Christmas holidays 
and passage was effected there after 
a favorable recommendation was 
forthcoming from the secretary of the 
treasury and the comptroller of the 
currency. 

Following the favorable report is- 
sued recently by th€ house banking 
and currency committee, of which. he 
is a member, Representative Brand 
was placed in charge of the bill today 
by Representative Louis McFadden, 
of Pennsylvania, republican chairman 
of the committee, when it came up for 
consideration.

FIXED LOAN VALUES

Prices Generally Reach New 
Low Season Levels; World | 
Surplus Reported. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—(”)—Wheat 
prices underwent a worldwide down- 
fall today, dropping as much as 101-4 
cents a bushel below the federal farm 
board’s fixed loan values as traders 
dumped heavy offerings into the wheat 
pits in the wake of reports of an 
abundant world surplus. 

Prices generally touched new low 
levels for the season, March wheat 
futures at Chicago closing at $1.09 7-8 
to $1.10 1-4, eight cents under the 
farm board’s loan value for the equiv- 
alent trade of cash wheat. 

At Minneapolis May wheat futures 
at the lowest point, $1.14 3-4, were 
10 1-4 cents under the farm board's 
fixed loan price. 

Kansas City wheat prices closed 
with net losses for the day amounting 
to approximately 3 1-2 cents a bushel. 

e net losses in Chicago were be- 
tween 2 7-8 to 4 cents and in Minne- 
apolis mounted to 3 1-4 to 3 1-2 cents. 

Foreign markets similarly were 
weak, influencing to an extent the 
infirmities of the American wheat 
pits. 

Statements were current that if the 
States visible wheat supply 


would be about double 
the ten-year average. 

To what extent the Farmer Nation- 
al Grain Corporation, progeny of the 
farm board, entered the collapsing 
market today could not be determin- 
been purchasing all offers of country 
wheat quoted below the farm 
board's loan rates.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Feb. 19.—() 
The National Boxing Association, 
through John W. Driskill, secretary, 
today asked Leonard Sachs, manager 
of Jack Dempsey, to obtain a state- 
ment in writing from the former 
world’s heavyweight boxing champion 
as to just where he stands in the fight 
picture.
